Tremendous Pressure oa Bis Steel 


Spar aud Ringing Was Easily With- 
stood—Yacht Will Doubtless Prove 


a. Tough Proposition For Rivals 


Boston, June 7.—The Lawson yacht 


Independence, in her second sail trial 
yesterday, met -tr- her first accident, 
a not very serieus jamming of the steer- 
ing gear, 6ut suftibient to stop the trial 
after aUjheur aadli;haif of splendid sail- 
ing, duriag which she attained a speed, 
on a reach or alittle over three miles, of 
18V2 nautical mil- a aa hour. 


The acaldeut lee^very unexpectedly to 


a most thorough teat of the yacht's rig- 
ging and bur big s*eel mast, through the 
sudden gibing without preventer stays 
being run back to take up the strain, 
and the result showed that it will be a 
pretty severe blow which dismasts the 
Boston yatht. 


The big boom, swung by a 15-kuot 


breeze, swept over the stern of the 
yacht at a tremendous speed. Captain 
Haff heiog uaable to prevent it, owing 
to the jamming o* 
1 the steering gear. 


It was sc .ucluen that none of the 


crew were ate with the preventer tackle, 
and the big mast had to stand the en- 
tire weight of the sail and boom as it 
fetched up. There was not a man oa 
the boat but thought that the mast 
would go, but the big steel spar y»-<,* 
the strain magnificently, ana the de- 
signer, the skijper and the crew have 
the greats confidence in its ability to 
do its wor!~, 


Previous 'o the accident and aubse- 


qtiaat gibi ^the yacht was given a most 
thorough test under full sail ia a strong 
breeze, and showed herself to be a won- 
derful boat, especially in her ability to 
run with sheets started. She also want 
very fast beating to windward, and was 
thrown about by Captain Haft in some- 
thing under 20 seconds. 


Something of a comparison could also 


be made yesterday with the Constitu- 
tion, for tbe newspaper men were on the 
same tug which followed the Bristol 
boat on her trial ttlp. The wind and 
sea were much the same, and the yachts 
were under similar canvas, and it cer- 
tainly seems as if the Independence had 
the greater speed, especially in a reach, 
which would "be the main feature of a 
triangular race. 


The yacht did not reach the lower 


bay yesterday until 1 o'clock, and 10 
minutes afterward the tow line waa 
cast off from thfe fug, and the Indepen- 
dence filled away under three lower 
sails. The wind at the time was blow- 
Ing about 13 tnots an hour from the 
Bonthwest, and with sheets well lifted 
ehe ran btraight out to sea a little south 
of-east. 
A few minutes after the gaff 


topsail was set, which sent her along a 
little faster. 


In this nro K. ^ to sea she was timed 


with con$ideraK~ 
accuracy from a 


whistling buey to he Boston lightship, 
, a distance of 3 1-4 miles, and made it in 
15 minutes, a speed of 13 1-2 knots an 
hour. 
After running out some four 


miles beyond the lightship the yacht 
was sent off before the wind, with her 
sheets trimmed la, atfd then hauled on 
to the wind for the beat back. In the 
meantime the breeze had*increased to 
15 knots, so that when Captain Haff, in 
order to give every shroud, stay and 
halyard a thorough test, sent her'along 
with c good rap1 I. the lee rail of the 
Independence was jot oaly awash, but 
the water was running half way up the 
deck. 
She footed very fast, going to 


windward, aud held within 4 points ol 
the breeze, althougli the topsail set very 
badly. 


The tug, which at this time was mak- 


ing a full 10 knots, just about her speed 
at Bristol, wfcs - ;able to hold the Law- 
son boat, although in Narragansett bay 
she had been able to keep pretty well 
up with the Constitution. Twice Cap- 
tain Haff put the wheel over sharply, 
and tho yacht turned in something under 
20 seconds. 


After the beat back for about four 


miles it was decided to try her dead be- 
fore the wind. The Independence wore 
round with her r tsrn high in the air. in 
much the same manner as was done 
with the Constitution in ner trial trip, 
only that the breeze yesterday was sev- 
eral knots stronger. 
Nothing gave way 


under tbe trf- »Q^<1ous strain, and those 
on board heavf. sigh of relief. 


They all s*-., 
aghast, however, when 


they discove M -hat, irtstead of keeping 
on a straight course, the Independence 
continued to sisl^g in spite of Captain 
Haff's frantic efforts to get the wheel 
amidsbip.

horizontal screw. When the wheel was 
put hard up, thi < screw bent slightly in 
tho middle, so inat the thread jammed. 
A s it was eiAtecteC that the yacht would 
go down the wind «a tho starboard tack, 
no effort was made to propare the port 
preventer backstays, so that when the 
yacht, taking everything in her own 
hands, gibed her boom over, there was 
nothing to take up the strain.

nobly, KB the boom and sail were brought 
up with a snap v the mast A towline 
was immediate!., sent aboard the tug, 
so that the yacht's head was kept in 
the wind, wbil. •<he sails were taken in. 
The screw was uncoupled from the rud- 
der head, and the yacht steered up to 
the city behind the tug by a tackle.

CO-OPEBATITE STORES 


"We are indebted" to the Boston Her- 


Bld for the following observations on 
the' working of co-operative stores in 
England: 
"The last number of the London Stat- 
ist that has come to hand contains a 
very Interesting review of the British 
co-operative stores and the business 
that they have done in the last year. 
The Statist points out that in the ear- 
lier days of the co-operative movement 
'the idea was to make small 
profits 


' and large sales, practically running 
the business for the consumers. Of late 
however, there has been a tendency to 
facrease dividends to 
shareholders, 


•nd this has caused a marking up of 
prices on many of the articles handled. 
Since 1883 there has been a slight in- 
crease IR the operating expenses, the 
j»er cent of expenses to 
sales having 


grown from 8.33 per cent to 9.50 per 
cent. A very different 
showing 
is 


made by the net revenue. In 1883 its 
per cent to sales was only 1.S3 oor 
ceint, while last year it had risen to 


4.60 
per cent. 
Last year the com- 


panies actually secured a profit of 
£319,000, while, if they had only been 
earning <>n their 1S83 basis, they would 
have made but £m,000. The Statist 
thinks lhat this increased loadins: of 
prices for the purpose of giving larger 
profits to the shareholders had somp 
effect in checking the 
expansion 
of 


business though It admits 
that 
the 


•tores claim that the price of staple 
articles bear no heavier charge for ex • 
penses «uid profit now than 
they 
did 


In the earlier 
Jays, sjid that the ad- 


ditional profit is secured from goods 
eold in new departments that handle 
articles on which

make a very large margin" 


The tendency here noted fs the ten- 


dency anticipated by critical observers 
outside of the co-operative business. 
This tendency Is to be regretted, for If 
there is anything in the co-onerativc 
•tore plan It is the benefits that ma*; 
be derived from it by tho consumer. 
But human nature is hum»n nature. 


pn« pt Jta chief faulM or, virtues 


is a love of gain. Profits are seductive 
and it is haid to keep 
from, 
taking 


them when they are wfthin reach. 
The co-operative store deals with two 
sets of customers, the members ot its 
own association and the general pub- 
lic. In the dealing the 
underlying 


idea is to save the retailer's profit, al- 
most entirely to the association mem- 
bership pnd 
partially to the 
general 


buyer. But once 
established, it 
Is 


difficult for the co-operative associa- 
tion to do much co-operating outside 
of itself. The temptation, such as the 
London Statist comments upon, is to 
turn the co-oper&tivo association into 
nothing move or Jess than 
a 
stock 


company, doing- business for the profit 
of its 
shareholders. The 
figures 


above auoted show how the temptation 
offers »nd how it is taken advantage 
of. 


"When the co-operative 
store 
Is 


opened every member of the associa- 
tion becomes an agent for it, drum- 
ming up trade. The low price of the 
goods is fully 
expatiated upon, the 


public takes to the idea 
and soon a 


fair business Is being done. The asso- 
ciation is gaining. Its members have 
the privilege of buying almost at cObt 
from the co-operative store that is 
largely maintained m existence by th'e 
trade of outsiders who share only, in a 
limited way in 
the store's 
benefits. 


These members are not satisfied to 
stop here as the 
Statist 
perceives 


The saving by buying at cost almost— 
which takes shape in the dividends re- 
turned to them—is not enough. Prices 
must go uo so that the dividends may 
be increased. The general public, the 
people not members of the association, 
pay these prices and so the dividends 
of the association members increase. 
Here is 
where co-operaticv 
caases, 


unless xlwt kind of co-operation which 
permits an association membership to 
be good to itself at other people's ex- 
pense. Thus in England, while the ex- 
pense of running the stores were only, 
a little over "one per cent in 37 years 
with reference to sales the profits on 
the sales increase four fold. 
In 1SS3 


much less than 2 per cent was earned 
on sales, while in 1900 over 4 1-2 net1 


cent was earned. 


When the co-operative 
association 


in any -place reaches th'is position it is 
a stock company 
pure and 
simole 


doing business for its own. profit and 
making1 use of its peculiar reputation 
for advertising purposes. Its co-opera- 
tive value has ceased unless for those 
fortunate enough to be inside, and the 
public nas every right to question the 
good faith of the concern. The ex- 
cuse offered by the English co-oper- 
ative concerns for their large and rab- 
idly growing profits is that these prof- 
its are not mac.o on the starts but 
are made on articles sold in other de- 
partments. This is equivalent to the 
association maintaining a department 
store and selling groceries at a low 
price to induce trade and making lars^ 
earnings on dry goods 
boots 
and 


shoes and less 
necessary 
articles. 


There is no justice in 
that. 
That 


is keen trading and nothing more. 


If this is the way in which the co- 


operative stores have chosen to go the 
public will soon find it out and leave 
them, preferring to trade with the un- 
disguised retailers who does not at- 
tempt to conceal his 
aim, at honest 


profit.

MANUALJTRAINING 


Description 
by Instructor 


Stearns of Work Done 


in the Schools 


CREATIVE 
POWERS DEVELOPED 


How Manual Training is Made to Ap- 


peal to the Individual Interest.From 


Kindergarden to Ninth Grade 


Work 


Instructor 
Charles Stearns of the 


normal school who has charge of the 
manual training work of the pupils of 
the public schools contributes the fol- 
lowing interesting description c* the 
manual training work, in connection 
with the exhibition at the library de- 
scrifced in 
Wednesday's Transcript. 


In addition to the work-mentioned it 
should be added that the boys of the 
ninth grade built during the year the 
room for the 
kindergarten 
normal 


training work. 
Instructor Stearns' 


article follows; 


This "xhibit gotten together hurried- 


ly, is an attempt to fairly represent 
the work of the classes in, Mauual- 
Trainmg during the past year, but it 
is not, and is not intended to be at all 
comprehensive. The exhibit is not an 
exposition of a fixed course of work. 
It does not present a uniform course of 
study with a graded series of exercises 
logically following one another and in- 
tended to be applicable to the needs 
of all who happen to be in the same 
grade in school. And one who looks 
for a logical sequence or a uniformity 
in the work of a particular jrrade, will 
be disappointed if he fails to look be- 
hind the things made, to see the de- 
velopment of the creative powers ot 
fhe individual, and realizes that a pen- 
oil tray or a coat-hanger fairly exe- 
cuted by one lad may represent a deal 
more in effort, in development of will 
power, than a much more elaborate 
article oy another. 


It is recognized TuHy, that the work 


is for the sake of the work while thf 
product may benefit 
another; 
that 


character building and the devekn- 
rnent of executive ability is of crime 
importance, and of far greater value 
than mere hand skill In the use of 
tools valuable as that skill is admit- 
ted to be. So it is the aim of the de- 
partment of manual-training to appeal 
to the individual interest; to secure, as 
far- as possible, active, intelligent, vol- 
untary effort to secure a result seen to 
be good, rather than the perfunctory 
execution, on the part of the worker, 
of a series of models involving a logi- 
cal _ progression of exercises. The boy's 
interest Is to a certain extent moulded 
by the teacher of manual-training, but 
to a greater extent by the 
various 


home and other influences and condi- 
tions of his environment. So, to secure 
that self active, voluntary effort which 
alone makes for growth and develop- 
ment, the teacher must work through 
those conditions, and adapt the work 
to the needs of the individual boy. H> 
must arrange the work so as to atipeal 
to the boy's interest as he finds ft. 


So the things made in the manual- 


training classes are various, and at- 
tempt to cover the whole range of the 
boy's interest. As no two classes Tire- 
sent the same 
conditions, no two 


classes do exactly the same work. Th~e 
articles made range in difficulty, from 
a pencil sharpener, or a match-strike, 
to a canoe, a double runner sled, a 
jumper, or a more or less ^Haborate 
piece of furniture. The spirit of help- 
fulness and co-operation is fostered, by 
having the boys help one another at 
such times as such help will be mut- 
ually advantageous. 


A personal interest in the schoolroom 


is created by having the boys im.lre 
picture frames, and various articles of 
vise fin the schoolroom. Ft^teen or 
twenty pictures have been framed for 
the schools during the past year. Many 
frames have been made by the bors 
for themselves or their friends. A few 
of these are shown. It is Intended that 
each article constructed shall be some- 
thing of value. Something use<ful, from 
the boy's point of view, either in the 
home, in the school or in his play. "In 
order that 1,5s Interest may be kent 
alive and healthy, the boy is allowed 
to take away his work as so&n as com- 
pleted. A great many of the thlnrs 
that ha eveeb form from, form m mmna 
that have been taken home it le diffi- 
"u.r to have returned for exhibition 
purposes, either because they are in 
use, or because they show the effect 
of use Or abuse. This explains any 
ineompleteness that may be apparent 
in the present exhibit. 


The Fifth Grade Work 


With the idea of making progress tow 
ards introducing some sort of construe 
tive work in all grades, the Vth. began 
about the middle of February on tho 
study 'of primitive fabrics, looms, and 
the method of weaving. 
An attempt 


was made by the children to Invent the 
appliances necessary in weaving. 
It 


was discovered that the familiar pro- 
cess 'ot darning is 
only making ot 


cloth in a crude and pifcnU've way; 
that cloth consiats of 
two &ats 
o£ 


thread or yarn, the warp and the fill- 
ing; that two sticks or beams are es- 
sential to hold the ends of the warp. 
and that some sort of a frame, c.r oth- 
er means of holding beams apart, ia 
necessary. 


The first loom 
Consisted 
of 
fou»- 


sticks lashed or nailed together In the 
form of a rectangle, on wh'ch the 
warp was strung. The first weaving 
was done with a wooden shuttle or 
needle, as in darning, and with, ma- 
terial the children were able to find at 
home: common twine, thin strips of 
cloth or worsted yarn. 


The process of weaving waa slow 


and tedious, ^nd the desirability of 
some means of making It easier and 
m'ore rapid was recognized. Th-J chil- 
dren suggested the use of shod rods, 
but experiment proved the shsd rod 
alone inadequate, and the he'Jdl0 was 
suggested, and nm.de, wooden heddles 
were made by some, an dconsiderable 
work done with them'. Thev were dif- 
ficult to make, however, and rot very 
satisfactory; to the string heddle, bat- 
ten and reed fork of the Pueblo Jn- 
dlans was explained to them, and In- 
dian blanket* and 
sample Indian 


rooms were shown them. 


The children were also taken to the 


cotton mill to see the precis* of ma- 
king cloth on the mtodern power loom, 
and werei gtvon some books on primi- 
tive weaving, which they studlefl with 
Interest. At this stage, the children 
.yere give* the 


loom more con venter.. than the ciude 
frame made at first Each, child made 
his or her own loom, put on tha \\arp 
and made the string he-Jdie. A limit- 
ed amount of carpet yam was furnibh- 
ed. and each child designed a blanket, 
planning his color, scheme, proportion, 
etc. Some of these designs consisted 
of simple bands of color, whlie others 
were more elaborate, a-ttemp^intr il'a- 
niond shapes. It was proposed to have 
larger looms arranged, and weave 
hangings for the school room, to make 
and equip with floor coverings, hang- 
ings, furniture, etc., a small log or set- 
tler's house. The blanket, for which 
designs have been made, are intended 
lor lamp mats or other similar use, 
and sfome already made have already 
seen service lu this capacity m the 
homes. 


The interest and enthusiasm of the 


children has been Intense throughout, 
and their zeal unflagging. 
The diffi- 


culties, however, have been great. The 
time that could be devoted to each 
group of children being small, it is 
doubtful whether much 
could 
hav3 


been accomplished but for the hearty 
and efficient co-operation of the grade 
teachers. One serious hindrance in the 
work was the> difficulty in obtaining 
suitable materials in quantities and 
colors suitable for the work. It is 
hoped this may be overcome another 
year, and that this work, the value of 
which this experiment seems to have 
proven, may develop still fuiTner. 


Woodwork 1m the Kindergarten 


For a year and a half the children of 


the kindergarten have had work 
»n 


wood at tha Mark Hopkins school. & 
room fitted up by the IXth. grade boyi 
and equipped with benches-, hammers, 
saxvs, awls, etc., is used for the pur- 
pose. All the children in the kmde-- 
garten take the wood work, one-ha}* 
hour per week being devoted to it. 
Anyone who -joestioirrj 
the value of 


this work should attend one of th6se 
lessons rtnd see the eager interest of the 
lessons and se tlw eager interest of the 
children in the product. Most of the 
children have completed the train of 
cars, the doll's bed and several have 
finished the table, of which average 
specimens are here showru

their plans in an iaterview with La- 
vinia Hart in tne New York World: 


"Don't talk personalities," said Mrs. 


Ilerron to me the other day. "I have 
had too much of them. Talk of our 
plans and prospects, if you like, of so- 
cialism. which I love, and of its splen- 
did possibilities in truth and freedom 
and love and equality. I can be of lit- 
tle Interest to a public who will not 
understand me and wuorn 1 hope to 
reach and benefit only through the si- 
lent mediumship of my husband." 


Mrs. Hcrrou was as shy of the public, 


which had criticised her, as a bruised 
bird is of the fractious boy. 


"Do«s it hurt, Mrs. Herron, what the 


world says?" 


She smiled very bravely. 
"Nothing hurts," she replied, "except 


doing less than your talents demand 
and closing your eyes to the truth. 
What has the world to do with one's 
heart or one's conscience? And what 
does it know of one's innermost mo- 
tives?" 


"Then can it be blamed if it judges 


ns wrong?" 


-'Need it to judge? 1 don't But If 


I did I should hardly judge by the so 
called conventional standards. 
What 


<io they amount to? What have they 
done for mankind so far? Made him 
miserable mostly." 


"Mo scheme could result in every- 


body's happiness." 


"Socialism could. That's what It's 


for." 


"The present conventions have stood 


a long time." 


"Stood how? The conventions have 


stood, but how about the human souls 
that have been crushed beneath them? 
Is anybody who is sacrificing the truth 
within him for the sake of convention 
satisfied or happy? Is there any polit- 
ical satisfaction except to the monarchs 
who have it all in their own hands or 
the capitalists who have it all their 
own way? Is there any religious satis- 
faction except to the high priests who 
occupy big pulpits and dole out reli- 
gious creeds and restrictions and limi- 
tations which will not offend the capi- 
talists in • the flock, who form the 
church monopoly? Is there any satis- 
faction in a social condition which sti- 
fles love and truth and generous im- 
pulse in p-ople's hearts and sacrifices 
these on the altar of conventional laws 
Vhich result in UPS and hypocrisy?" 


Mrs. Herroa was radiantly pretty 


when earnestness spread color in her 
checks. 


"Don't you realize what a dangerous 


thing too much freedom is to people 
whose ideals are not so pure as yours?" 


"No," very seriously, '"but 1 realize 


what a dangerous thing restriction is 
to such people. If bread were free as 
air and sunshine, ns God intended it 
should be, would there be strikes aud 
bloodshed among the laborers? If re- 
ligion were what Christ intended it 
should be — priceless, free, without 
creed except the creed of equality atid 
iovo— would there be the dissatisfac- 
tion and wrangling and the dissension 
which exist now?" 


"What would you have?" 
"I would have all the world ruled by 


love and freedom on a great co-opera- 
tive plan. That is Mr. Ilerron's ambi- 
tion, and our ambitions are one, as we 
are one in all things. We are going to 
work together for the fulfillment of the 
socialistic plan." 


"Do you fancy you will gain a largo 


following here?" 


"I do. I believe the world is ready 


for socialism. I be'leve many people- 
are really socialists and don't know 
it, and many are socialists at heart, 
but they haven't the courage to voice 
their convictions. Mr. Herron is not 
BO sanguine as I am. I am more op- 
timistic, however. I believe the awak- 
ening is coming sooner than he thinks. 
Every sign of the times is for social- 
ism, 
Its precepts are so beautiful, the 


freedom it offers so wholesome, people 
must come to see in it the ideal they 
are looking for. I know that I shall 
see it realized." 


Mrs. Herron's enthusiasm is bound-

"I love humanity," she confirmed,

comes to leave off the work socialism 
will be far advanced. I expect to see

the production of the economic goods 
upon which each member of society 
depends and every man and woman 
drawing from the common fund ac- 
cording to his or hoi- needs. Then ev- 
ery individual shall pursue whatever 
part of labor he is most fitted for— tLe 
work he loves. 
P>y this means only 


cnn men and women accomplish the 
best there is in them. The reason so 
many are failures now is because ne- 
cessity compels them to labor along 
distasteful lines into which circum- 
stance lios tbfown them. 


"Everything then will be perfected 


because the events of our lives will be 
the result of advanced thought not ac- 
cident and circumstance. Do you know 
what makes bad marriages?" 


Mrs. Herroii paused, but I ventured 


ho interruption. She was splendid in 
her perfect faith in the professor's be- 
liefs. 


"Most marriages are the result of ac- 


teJdent, of circumstance, of necessity. 
And how long can such marriages last 
and be real? How long can marriages 
not based upon perfect Iovo and under- 
standing last and be a credit to thoso 
who enter into them? They should 
never Lave been begun, but under tlio 
present social and economic system 
marriages must continue on other 
fcasos than love. Can the people con- 
tracting or continuing such marriages 
be honest? Can they live up to tho 
truth there is in them?"

la reference to hid gift for Scottish 
education that Mr. Carnegie has plac- 
ed himself practically in the hands of 
Lord Balfour of Burleigh and Lord 
Rector of Edinburgh university, who 
will ta'ie counsel of the principals and 
professors. 
' According to the amended scheme, 
the new trust -will be of a depositary 
character. It is to extend to all extra- 
mural colleges, high grade schools, art 
and technical schools and even to a 
certain extent to advanced private tui- 
tion schools. The students must make 
personal application for the sum paj- 
able, which will not have an eleemosy- 
nary character. 


Duly poor students are expected to 


apply, and there will be a substantial 
baJpjice to go to better the equipment 
of the universities and extend the col- 
lege buildings, while by altering the 
scope and character of university edu- 
cat'on and freeing it from scholastic 
traditions it will be brought more read- 
ily In relation to the needs of modern, 
lile. Something may be done, too, to 
Louse the numerous students' socie- 
ties, clubs and associations and also to 
house the students themselves.

"The mineral resources of Cuba are 


of greater variety and extent than has 
ever been iinaglned'ln this country." 


This is the statement of Mr. Charles 


Wiliard Hayes of the United States 
geological survey, who lias just return- 
ed from a reconnolssance of the island 
cf Cuba and the Isle of Plaes to the 
southward, writes the Washington cor- 
respondent of the St. Louis Globe-TVm- 
ocrat Mr. Hayes went at the request 
of Governor General Wood and while 
there visited the provinces of Havana, 
Matansas, Plnar del Rio and Santa 
Clara. He was accompanied by two 
assistants, Mr. T. Wayland Vaughn 
and Mr. Arthur C. Spencer, who will 
remain on the island indefinitely to 
complete the survey which was in- 
augurated by Mr. Hayes. la Matanzas 
province he found copper, iron and 
asphaltum aud on the Isle of Pines de- 
posits of marble such as are equaled in 
few places iti the world. This marble 
Includes the finer grade of monumental 
marble as wen as deposits of the 
coarser kinds for building material. In 
Santa Clara province he found copper 
and asphaltum, but saw no indications 
of the gold whicli has been reported 
there. 


Of iron ore he says the deposits there 


ere even larger than those in Pennsyl- 
vania, and they compare favorably 
with the Lake Superior deposits. They 
are found along the coast east of San- 
tiago and very accessible to transporta- 
tion routes. 


Copper was found in big deposits 


near Santiago, and Mr. Hayes says the 
copper mines there were worked very 
extensively until stopped by the Ten 
Years' war. 
The Spanish method of 


mining was to simply take out the 
rich deposits and not pursue a method 
of clearing up as the work progressed, 
such as is practiced by the miners of 
the United States. 


The asphaltum is of the finest grade 


ia the world and similar In most re- 
spects to the Trinidad and Venezuela 
deposits. Much of it is f<w!)d in the 
vicinity of Cardenas, and in Cardeaas 
bay fleets of boats ar-e used to dredge 
It from the deposits at the bottom of 
the bay. This is used largely in the 
manufacture of varnish and Is worth 
from $80 to ?100 a ton. It Is found 
that the asphaltum deposits exist in a 
condition most easy to handle. The as- 
phaltum bubbles up like a spring into a 
crater which has been, formed by the 
hardening deposits as it flowed out In 
a bowl shaped formation. 


In Santiago province Mr. Hayes 


found almost inexhaustible deposits of 
manganese, which is used in making 
steel by the Bessemer process. The lo- 
calities where it exists are accessible. 


The survey which is now in course 


and which will be made under the in- 
structions of General Wood will devel- 
op the%nineral resources of the island, 
as up to this time practically nothing 
has been known except of the iron and 
copper deposits. There is but one pub- 
lished map of geological survey of the 
island, which was priuted in Madrid a 
number cf years ago. The researches 
of our geologists indicate that its pub- 
lishers had probably never been closer 
to the island than the Spanish capital, 
as it proved absolutely valueless and 
not even geographically correct 


The peculiar mining laws of Cuba 


open wonderful possibilities to Ameri- 
can prospectors. Mineral locations can 
be secured in any part of the island 
irrespective of the present ownership 
or occupancy of the land. It is literally 
true that if a prospector discovers a 
mineral deposit under the foundations 
of a house of an islander who iaay 
have occupied it from birth he Is enti- 
tled to make an entry and con secure a 
perfect title. The amount and-shape 
of the claim are to be determined by the 
person making the entry. The cost of 
taking out a patent is $00 for an area 
of about 500 by 1,000 meters, and an ad- 
ditional charge is made of about §].50 
per acre for additional mineral land 
The fee covers the cost of survey.

Mr. H, G. \VteBs, a& author well 


known by tla«= ingenious manner in 
which be feas bfaaded science and fic- 
tion In hi* teics, exercises his Imagine- 
tlaiura wore serlobs topics to 'the Fart- 
nightly Revte.^ endeavoring to proph- 
esy what >he greet crSes of the twen- 
tieth caattiry may bo. He Is always 
interesting, and his surmises about the 
future of tow» 8f& country population 
are plausible and sti£$estr?e. His gen- 
eralizations are necessarily very broad 
and for all his statements obvious ex- 
ceptions "will pe discovered, but these 
do not affect tbe points he wishes to 
make, says the New York Sun. 


The great change in the distribution 


of population that marks the nine- 
teenth century is, as Mr. Wells points 
outrthe unusual growth of great cities 
and a slight tendency to depopulation 
in the country. Never before, outside 
of China, witJi $ie exception of Rome 
and possibly of Babylon, had any city 
had more than a million inhabitants. 
Now there are ten towns with a popu- 
lation of over a million each, 20 more 
that probably will soon reach that 
number ana a great number with aa 
many as a quarter of a million inhab- 
itants. They all differ essentially from 
the towns of previous centuries. The 
chief factor in the growth has been 
doubtless the increased facility in 
transportation through the develop- 
ment of railroads. 


In the days before railroads, Mr. 


Wells contends, the possible limits 6f a 
town were bounded by the accessibility 
of the business center to the persons 
who had to work there, The natural 
division of day ftr work and night for 
rest has always existed and Is likely 
always to exist, and to get to the place 
of work and return from It not more 
than au hour^a day each way can be 
granted. Therefore when men travel- 
ed 'only on foot the possible limits of 
a town were of necessity Included 
within a radius of four miles from the 
center, and with the use of horses for 
conveyance that radius became six or 
eight miles at most. The large cities 
naturally arose where the seashore or 
large rivers made traffic by water easy. 


The railroads have now increased the 


city radius to about SO miles, or an 
area, In other words, of 2,800 miles, 
nearly a third the size of Belgium. 
The worker, that is to say, may dwell 
at any point within that circle and yet 
be only au hour distant from the point 
.where bis business calls him daily. 
Mr. "Wells foresees that by the end of 
the century, with 50 miles an hour car- 
riages and 100 miles an hour trains, 
the radius of the city circle will be- 
come 100 miles and its area equal 
to the whole of Ireland. In other 
.words, the "subucbs" for the London 
citizen will extend to Nottingham in 
the north and Exeter in the west, while 
the New York man of business can 
come to his office every day from Phil- 
adelphia or Albany or Hartford and 
the interlying fields, 


This points to a tremendous increase 


In city population, an increase that 
must be limited by other considera- 
tions, however, and Mr. Wells figures 
out a limit of 20,000,000 for London, St 
Petersburg and Berlin and of 40,000,- 
000 for New York aud Chicago. Never- 
theless this does cot mean a greater 
congestion of population, for 40,000,000 
epread over 31,000 square miles of ter- 
ritory is a much more diffused popula- 
tion than 4,000,000 settled on 50 square 
miles. 
• 


There is no cause for alarm In these 


tremendous aggregations of humanity. 
By the side of the forces of attraction 
the force of dispersion Is at work. Al- 
ready in the great cities, the business 
centers, the regions for pleasure, the 
shopping, social and literary districts 
are distinct Secondary centers for all 
matters of immediate need spring up. 
Moreover, with improvements in modes 
of communication, like a perfected tel- 
ephone system, with better methods of 
collection and distribution, the need of 
appearing in person at the place of 
business may be done away with, and 
without leaving his home, a hundred 
miles away, the twentieth century New 
Yorker may transact his business, shop, 
go to church and attend the theater or 
opera. Factories may rise wherever It 
Is most convenient to have the work- 
Ingmen dwell. 


Mr. Wells draws a fanciful but de- 


lightful picture of suburban districts 
in these gigantic urban communities, 
where the dwellers are drawn together 
by community of tastes, gardening dis- 
tricts, agricultural districts, industrial 
districts, "horsy" suburbs, artistic and 
literary suburbs around schools and 
museums, a place for every man ac- 
cording to his tastes and the whole 
country In close touch with the city. 
His fancies already exist In spots, and 
perhaps with intelligent organization 
as realities, they may become common.
